However the division warns 
students to be wary of advertised 
vacations at unrealistic low-cost 
prices. The-division also cautious 
students to deal with recognized 
and established travel agencies 
so that they have a vacation— 
not a disaster. 


Time For Reform 

Analysis of the President’s budget for fiscal 1973 shows that 
there will he an expected deficit of $38.8 billion this year and $25.5 
billion next year. The government is engaged in alarming budetary 
brinksmanship. 

What is needed is a firm ceiling on expenditures (the President 
suggests his budget estimates of $246.3 billion), greater budgetary 
control of credit and lending activities, and establishment of spend¬ 
ing priorities based on need and effectiveness. 

Another long-over-due reform would consolidate all appropria¬ 
tions into two measures: one for defense and national security, and 
one for all other federal expenditures. 

Also, the President now has the choice of accepting or rejecting 
an entire appropriation bill. He should have a limited power to 
veto particular items. 

Five-year cost projections should be required and used to dis¬ 
courage Congress from approving programs costing modest amounts 
the first year, hut committing future Congresses to spending billions. 

Washington now budgets for a push-button economy with quill- 
pen techniques. As a result, the '•ountry is in a serious budgetary 
bind and Congress should move quickly to adopt needed reforms.

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DON’T FLY WITH 
“STRANGERS” 

(Attorney General Robert II. 
Quinn prepares this weekly 
column to inform Massachu¬ 
setts residens about the state 
consumer laws.) 

“Fly to London — group rate 
$180; bask in the Bahaman sun— 
stay at a beautiful hotel—group 
rate $175.” 

The spring and summer vaca¬ 
tion season is fast-approaching 
and college campus bulletin 
boards are filled with similar ads 
luring students to Europe, the 
Caribbean and other parts of the 
globe. 

In the Boston area many of 
these trips are offered by “fly” 
by night’ ’travel agencies that 
close down soon after opening. 
Often these agencies are run by 
college students or recent gradu¬ 
ates who have formed a corpo¬ 
ration, advertised exotic vaca¬ 
tions at group rates and have 
been unable to supply the vaca¬ 
tioners with what was promised. 
Despite the legal actions of my 
Consumer Protection Division, in¬ 
dividuals continue to be “taken 
in.” 

NO RETURN 

The division has received many 
complaints that these student- 
oriented plans often leave the 
travelers stranded without a re¬ 
turn flight or that advertised ac¬ 
comodations are merely a bait— 
the quality of the accomodations j 
is far less than described. In | 
other cases travelers have ar- I 
rived at the airport and found 
that the agency had never booked 
them on a flight. 


The newly-formed travel agen¬ 
cies charge the students for 
round-trip charter flights—how¬ 
ever the agents only buy one-way 
tickets for the passengers and 
pocket the rest of the money. 
After their vacation the students 
arrive at the airport for return 
flights only to find that no re¬ 
servations exist—and they are 
forced to pay commercial air fare 
home. 

The division has also received 
complaints that after paying for 
their tickets the students are told 
that the flights leave from New 
York—adding at least $36 to the 
advertised cost of the trip.

Twenty-four hour service is 
available at the center which is 
equipped with information on 
some 20-thousand products that 
are potentially hazardous. The 
service is provided on a rotating 
| schedule by four hospitals linked 
with special telephone lines. The 
' four are Children’s Hospital, 
Medical Center, New England 
Aledical Center Floating Hospital, 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
and Boston City Hospital. The 
center is directed by representa¬ 
tives of all teaching pediatric 
services in Boston, the State 
Health Department, and the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Chapter of the Aca- 
! demy of Pediatrics. 

The role of the center is ex- 
j pected to broaden in the near 
i future because of legislation en- 
i acted into law in 1971 that pro¬ 
vides for the establishment of a 
Poison Information and Preven¬ 
tion Center for the entire Com¬ 
monwealth. In addition to infor¬ 
mation and advice, multiple 
treatment center with the cap¬ 
acity to effectively treat cases 
of poisoning will be designated 
throughout the state. 

The expanded role of the cen¬ 
ter will be more effective with 
its increased use of computerized 
services from Washington and 
with other information centers in 
the country. 

Dr. Kolbe asked that citizens 
in the Bay State participate in 
the SEARCH AND DESTROY 
theme of Poison Prevention 
Week. He called for a special 
effort against potential hazards 
normally found in the home, cel¬ 
lar and garage. 

He urged that in the event of 
a poisoning accident a physician 
be called at once or that the 
victim he rushed to the nearest 
hospital emergency room. 

When and if necessary, dial the 
nearest poison information cen¬ 
ter. Most centers are listed on 
the front inside cover of tele¬ 
phone directories. The number 
for greater Boston is 232-2120.

against accidental poisoning as 
Governor Francis W. Sargent 
proclaimed NATIONAL POISON 
PREVENTION WEEK in Massa¬ 
chusetts, Alarch 19-25. 

The national theme for 1972 is 
SEARCH AND DESTROY — 
SEARCH for hazards in the home 
and DESTROY their potential for 
poisoning children. 

Dr. Henry W. Kolbe, Massa¬ 
chusetts Commissioner of Public 
Health, said: ’•Although substan¬ 
tial efforts have been made to 
reduce the problem . of accidental 
poisoning, especially among chil¬ 
dren, it continues to be a matter 
of public concern." 

Accidental poisoning is pre¬ 
ventable through the safe use, 
storage and disposal of medica¬ 
tions and formula-cleaning com¬ 
pounds found in the home. Sub¬ 
stances often involved in poison¬ 
ings each year are prescription 
and over-the-counter medicines, 
household cleaning and polishing 
chemicals, gardening chemicals, 
and home workshop materials. 

Dr. Kolbe noted that in 1954 
the State Health Department 
acted positively in reducing 
deaths and injuries due to poison¬ 
ings by establishing the Boston 
Poison Information Center, the 
third such center in the nation. 
Since then more than 600 poison 
information centers have been 
established in the United States. 

Originally the service was or¬ 
ganized to provide physicians 
with rapid information on poten-

DUCK ISTIAMP INCREASED 
President Nixon has signed 
into law a bill which increased 
the so-called “Duck Stamp” from 
$3 to $5. 

Funds from the sale of Duck 
Stamps are earmarked for use 
by the Bureau of Sport Fisheries 
and Wildlife to acquire water- 
fowl wetlands. Some 3 million 
Duck Stamps were sold for the 
1971-72 season, so the increase 
will generate nearly $5 million 
in added revenue. The last in¬ 
crease in the price of the stamp 
was authorized in 1958, when the 
annual fee went from $2 to $3. 
Since that time, the average cost 
of acquiring wetlands has in¬ 
creased by 68%, according to the 
Bureau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wildlife.
